6. USAFE officials were quite surprised at the apparent 
11th hour decision by Project Headquarters to levy SCOPE 
SAINT III film processing requirement on the Wiesbaden Lab 
facility. They were not only surprised but mildly disturbed 
because they had not received more advanced notice. The 
7499th Lab had never proce ssed #3401 film and as a result

] presented a lengthy and comprehensive 


list of questions relating to technical processing and 
handling of this film. 


7. It was agreed that the technical processing prob- 
lems should be presented to Project Headquarters for 
resolution as soon as possible. A message was forwarded 
by USAFE to AFIGO-S via AFSSO channels. 

8. The writer was quick to explain to USAFE representa- 
tives that one of the reasons for my presence was based on 
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Project Headquarters’ realization that use of the Wiesbaden 
Lab was a relatively late change in plans, and it was their 
desire to make a Headquarters representative available for 
on-the-scene coordination with USAEE. 

9. Prior to departure from Headquarters, the writer 
consulted with OSA Intelligence Division and, therefore, 
was in a position to provide the following preliminary 
guidelines to USAFE representatives relative to film pro- 
cessing of SCOPE SAINT III training missions: 


a. 7499th Lab will be required to furnish one 
original negative, one dupe positive and one dupe 
negative for each of two (2) training missions;

d. Processed film will be classified SECRET -

e. No copies of SCOPE SAINT III film will be 
retained at 7499th Lab.
